a. Introduction 

It \rao conr.on practice for the GIS to employ a considerable nunber 
of non-German a^nts and assistants. This was particularly true of the 
yAT ' 3 and FAZ’ e , formerly Ahv^ehr Trupps and Abwehr Zoianandos, operating 
on the Eastern and Southeastern fronts, Hussians, Ukrainians, Serbs, 
Croats, and all the Balkan nationalities vfere represented. These native 
assistants could be classified according to their duties into the follow- 
ing three categories: ■ • 

(1) V-Men and agents 

(2) Small organized units with snecific missions 

(3) Translators, interpreters, guards, cooks, clerks, etc. 

These non-German volunteers became Increasingly dissatisfied with 
their unstable uosition in the German Army. They felt tliat they had a 
right to be tmid, promoted and to receive military benefits on the same 
basis as regular German Army ■oersonnel. 

b. Purnose and Hissiona 

Gren Regt 1001 was organized in direct resnonse to this sentiment, 
Uith its creation all non-German persorjiel novr belonged to one unit, 
had a T/O, and an agency handling all administrative matters. 

Gren Regt 1001 may be considered an "Ersatz Trupnen Teil" simileur 
to the "Sonder Sinsatz Abteilungen" of the "Jagd Verband iiitte". Its 
main purpo.se vras to rn'ovid^j^,T/p_ (Kriegs Staerke ITachv/eisung) and 
positions ^Plan StelIeh)'”for non-German personnel (Fremdvoelkisches 
Personal) "of all Abv;ehr units on the Eastern and Southeastern Front, 
Plans were made to provide' corres^nli'i'hg~re'giment8 for the other fronts 
but these never materialized. 

Assignment to Gren Regt 1001 gave foreign personnel the following 
benefits:

(1) PajTaeiit according to the standard Army scale with allovsnces, 
allotments and benefits 

(2) Promotions for deserving Officers and Enlisted Men 

(3) One agency for all administrative and personnel matters 

On the other hand, it was no\r. possible for the German Army to 
prosecute members of Gren Regt 1001 and to try them by court martial, 
whereas heretofore legal disciplinary action had been a considerable 
problem, 
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In. addition to adninistrative natters Gren Hegt 1001 also con- 
cerned itself with the training of personnel, The Regt had its o\\'n 
training camps v/here V-Ken and agents ’.'ere trained and "Einsatz Trupos” 
prepared for active duty. However, Ahv.'ehr agencies \;ere not required 
to have their foreign personnel trained exclusivel;*' by Gren Hegt 1001’, 
but were allo\7ed to establish their ovm training canps according to their 
needs or their missions, 

c. Organization and Location 

Gren Hegt 1001 is us\ially .referred to as the Fairy Tale (llaerchen 
Hegt) for these reasons: 



(1) The number 1001 is associated with the famous fairy tale 
"Thousand and C.-.e Hights" 

(2) The great number of 'Eastern Europeans gave the \init a secret 
atmosphere 

( 3 ) The tern Hegt is a "fairy talc" because the unit wa'S far below 
regimental strength, probably of less than battalion strength 

(U) Ironic remarks v/ere frequently made about the regiment, esuec- 
ially about the poor le^ership of the CO; O bst/Lt MATO/EEB 

The T/O of a regular German grena.dier regiment v;as the basis on 
which Gren Hegt 1001 V7as b\iilt. In addition, a nunber of positions 
were created for officers, especially staff officers up to the rank of 
colonel, .

The first regimental commander was O bst/Lt PUTZ . formerly of Abwehr 
II, Early in 1944 had a fatal accident and was succeeded by Obst/Lt 
• 7 ''' IIARV/SDS, \/ho remained until ITovenber 1341+ when he v/as relieved for in- 

efficiency. Obst K ATJHAHlf ' ^the n became regimental commander. Obst/Lt 
r l jSITHAEI DT wa s e xecutive officer until the summer of 1944 when he v/as re- 
.' J.jiJ ‘ pl aced by Ma.i HSiEH.~ ^ ~~ ~

Since activation in November 1943, the administrative hea'dquarters , 
including the, "regimental" staff, v;as located at J ITSCESIT, Czecho slovakia, 
until Febr\i ary 194 5 v/hen it was moved to HA HLSITBAD , Cz echoslovaki .a. The 
two regimental training camps were in BADiSlT near VISElirA and in the vicin- 
ity of GHAZ/Austria respectively. 



d. Helationship to other Units 



Gren Hegt 1001 was under the jurisdiction of OW Amt Ausland/ 
Abwehr until spring of 1S'*^4, ’/hen it was taken over by the Vehrmachts 
Fuehrungs S tab , Abt Chef 1-c. Tfhen the Front Aufklaerung, of v/hich 
the regiment was a part, v/as transferred from the ’fehrmachts Fuehrungs 
Stab to the Mil Amt of the HSEA, Gren Hegt 1001 also became directly 
responsible to the head of the liil Am.t. 



The Abwehr Tirupps and Kommandos, and later on the FAT'.g and FAK’s, 
which of course continued to be the operational units for members of 
the "llaerchen Hegt" , v/ere assigned to the 1-c section of either Armies 
or Army Groups. Hov/ever , all Trupps. and Eommandos on the Eastern front 
were also responsible to a Dienst Stelle ^'ALLI , v/hich in turn v/as res- 
ponsible to the General Stab des Heeres, Abt Fremde Keere Ost in all 
n.atters except assignment of missions. Missions were assigned by OKTJ 
Amt Ausland/ibv/ehr. Dienst Stelle ’.fALLI was a code name v/ith no refer- 
ence to a specific personaid concerned itself chiefly v/ith issuing of 
false identity papers and exploitation of captured documents. It be- 
came Front Aufklaerungs Leit Stelle in 19^4.
